The moil Im- 
portant points lu controversy are tho 
Hitting rights In the Sungarl aud 
Amur rlvara, the Manchurlau fron- 
tier customs and the Russian com 
merrlal rights In Manchuria and Ko- 
rea, which were left undecided.
